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Applicant's amendment has overcome the following objections and rejections: 
Objections to the specification are hereby withdrawn in view of Amendment. 

The rejections of claims 1 9-22 and 24-35 under 35 USC 112, first and second paragraphs, are hereby withdrawn in view of Amendment. 

The prior art claim rejections are hereby maintained. Specifically, Applicant asserts that McConnell and Madhavan fail to teach or 
suggest adjusting a control signal "to extend the lifetime of the motorized system to a specific time horizon." The Examiner respectfully 
disagrees and maintains the interpretation that these limitations are inherent to the references for the reasons detailed in the Response to 
Arguments section of the Final Office Action. Specifically, teachings in the references of extending system lifetime and ensuring system 
operation until it fails to operate reliably are sufficient to anticipate extending "the lifetime of the system to a specific time horizon." 
Although the claims recite "a specific time horizon," this is still a broad limitation which includes various interpretations such as merely 
"extending mission completion, etc." (pg. 12, second paragraph of Remarks). 

Additional arguments have been addressed in the Final Office Action. The new limitations of amended claims 19 and 22 are properly 
anticipated by McConnell and Madhavan for the same reasons cited above. 

For all of these reasons, the prior art rejections of claims 1-8, 12-22, and 24-42 are properly maintained. 
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
